Therefore it i=> not per 


mibsable to represent their exercise 
as proct eding from responsible mm 
ibters 
The Piuesian constitution is 


tho expression of the monarchical 
tradition of this country, whose de 
velopment lests on the living rela 
tions of its Kings to tho people 
These relations cannot bo transferee 
to ministers, because they appertain 
to the person to the King, and their 
maintenance ib necessary for Prussia 


"It is, therefore, ray will that in 


Prussia, and also in the legislative 
bodies of the Empire, no doubt wil 
be left to attach to my constitutiona 
right, 01 that'of my succebsois, tx

A RIGHTEOUS DECISION. 


Judge Smith's decision in the Da- 


vis cases, in which he overruled the 
motion for a change of venue, will be 
generally regarded by the people as 
entirely justified by the facts. If the 
theory of the defense were to prevail 
no criminal could be tried in the 
county in which the crime was com- 
mitted, provided the local press did 
its plain duty in denouncing the deed 
and telling the truth about ita perpe- 
trator. This would be placing the 
people at a disadvantage, and giving 
to the criminal every possible chance 
to escape the punishment his deeds 
merit. It is high time that there was 
a little more attention paid by legis- 
latures and courts and juries to the 
rights of peaceable and law-abiding 
citizens, and less maudlin sympathy 
wasted on those who deliberately 
choose to follow a life of crime.

many years onr courts and legisla- 
tures have been apparently vieing 
with each other in an attempt to see 
which could open the most loopholes 
through which violators of the law 
might march unwhipped of justice.

A Monster Grain Elvevator. 


The Wabauh, St Louis & Pacific Rail- 


way Company have built a monster ele- 
vator at the Chicago end of the line, and 
it is now ready for filling, the work on the 
buildingbeingaboutcompleted. This large 
elevator is situated at the intersection of 
Thirty-third street and the South branch j 
of tho river. The building measures 3Ui 
103>£ feet, aud is 140 feet high. To this, 
on the north end, is added an engine and 
boiler house 72i3G feet. This contains 
three boilern, supplying an engine of 9uO 
horse power, with a driving wheel 16 feet 
in diameter by 51 inches deep. Tb/Te are 
thres tracks entering the building, and 
the capacity uf the elevator in to unload 
thirty care at once. The building con- 
tains 20 elevators and two lines of steam- 
shovel shafting. The bin capacity of the 
elevator is 1,700,000 bushels, divided into 
256 squares or Luxes, which have a depth 
of 65 feet from tho bottom of the hopper 
to the top line of grain. Tha shipping 
floor is supplied with ten enormous scales, ' 
and the receiving floor has the same num- 
ber, with ten garners attached. The third 
floor is where thu machinery ia located, 
and from there the grain is dropped into 
the receivers and spouted to all parta of 
the houm The building is of brick, and 
the cupola is tinned in imitation of ston». 
The total estimated cost is 8400,000.
